that the asaemblins of the Brilis'i and for- 
eign fleets In Salonika bay is having a 
good effect upon the Turkish government, 
arid the Sultan is finally Uotei-Tiinecl to 
maka earnest efforts to stop bloodshed in 
Asia Minor. 


:t is understood the Marquis of Salis- 


bury has received assurance that the Sul- 
tan has despatched commissioners to 
Asia iM.nor instructed to put in force as 
soon «s practicable the lelorms insisted 
ui>on by the powers, and boyonrt assern- 
blinb the roroicrn ilcets the powers will 
take no further steps at present, being 
desirous of RivlriR tho Turkish govern- 
ment every opportunity possible of re- 
storing order in the disturbed districts 
without having recourse to measures 
which mit,ht add to the state of anarchy 
prevailing-. 


The following telegram from Constanti- 


nople was received this morning by the 
Anglo-Armenian associations: 


"Armenians being mahsaciect every- 


where in Asia minor. 
Over 100,000 
are 


Oying of starvation anrl exposure. Sas 
soun relief \vork is closed. For God's 
sake urge tho government to stop the 
most awful events of modem times. The 
Porte is powerless, as all tho telegraphs 
are- under control ol' the palace officials 
who have ineitecl the massacre through- 
out Anatolia." 


A dispatch from Home today says ad- 


vices from Constantinople, announce, that 
the agitation ajrainst Christians in Nor- 
thern Syria is extending andithat massa- 
cres have occurred near Aleppo. 


THD SITUATION IN DETAIL. 


CONSTANTINOPLE:, NOV. 17.—via So- 


fia, 
Bulgaria, 18th—No details have yet 


been received here of the massacre of 
about eight hundred Armenians at Khar- 
put, or the sacking and burning of eight 
of the twelve buildings belonging to the 
American missionaries there, which out- 
rages were exclusively announced by tho 
Associated Press Saturday forenoon. 


Ambassador Terrell 
has 
telegraphed 


asking whether the American mission 
buildings were set on fire by rioters or 
wnro destroyed as a result of general con- 
flagrations. 


The American and othe.r missionaries at 


Bitlis have been compelled to return to 
Van, under the escoit of Turkish troops, 
accorded upon stror.g representations of 
Terrell to the Porte. 


Terrell, although granted leave of ab- 


ecnce, refused to leave his post, being de- 
termined to remain here until all the Am- 
ericans are in safety and the authority of 
the Sultan once more established through- 
out Asia IMJnor. 


At the request of the United States con- 


sulate the Vali of Aleppo has detailed 
certain Turkish oflicials of high rank to 
protect the Americans of that place and 
has held them responsible for the lives 
there placed under their charge. 


Further massacres are reported from 


Sivas and there is a report that 4,000 Ar- 
menians have been massacred at Gueran. 


Although the reports of the latter mas- 


sacre are not confirmed, the Turkish of- 
ficials admit that the Kurds mado two 
separate attacks upon the Armenians in. 
that locality and that there was consider- 
able loss of life, due, according to the 
Turks, to rioting of Armenians, 
which 


could not otherwise have been suppress- 
ed. 


The Porte, it is said, has ordered a spe- 


cial inquiry into the massacre of Chris- 
tians at Alexandretta, Northern Syria, 
where, as exclusively announced by the 
Associated Press eail? Saturday, 300 
Turkish troops are said to have looked on 
while the killing took place, without ren- 
dering any assistance to suppress the dis- 
order. 


The police have torn down the revolu- 


tionary placard referring to the British 
Premier's utterances at the Mansion 
House banquet in London, November 10th. 


The making of arrests continues and 


It is reported that a number of members 
of the young Turks party have been se- 
cretly executed. 


The Sultan is said to be alarmed to tho 


verse of insanity at tho assembling of 
the foreign fleets in Salonica Bay, and it 
is known he has sent urgent messages 
to the Vail of the disturbed districts or- 
dering them to suppress disorders. 


In addition special commissioners havo 


been hurriedly dispatched from tills cityj 
to various parts of Asia minor armed 
with power to quell revolutionary out- 
breaks. 


Sir Phillip Currie, the British ambassa- 


dor, 
cannot reach Constantinople before 


Wednesday. • 


The British fleet, it is reported here, is 


being still further reinforced. 


Another conference ot the representa- 


tives of the powers took place yesterday 
at the official residence of the Austrian 
ambassador. 


Important news is expected daily from 


Zeitoun, where a desperate batl.le between 
the entrenched Armenians and the Turk- 


ish troops sent to disi erse them ia ex- 
pected. 


The work of calling out the army re- 


serves continues slowly, the main dif- 
ficulty being to find i tie proper equip- 
ment, ammunition and supplies for the 
men. 


About 140 battalions of reservists have 


been called to colors.

A POWERFUL, PETITION. 


CHICAGO. Nov. IS.—The following pe- 


tition bus been sent by the Armen.iin Na- 
tional Union lo the pn micrs, chancellors 
and foreign ministers oC tho six great 
poweis of Europe and the Secretary, of 
State of the United States: 


"Tho horrors ami outrages of Sassoun 


havo been repeated In different parts of 
Armenia, where tens of thousands of Ar- 
menians have met deuih at tho hands of 
unrest ncteil mobs of fanatical Turks. 


"Again, recent cable udvices from Tur- 


key are to the clt'eet that the Turkish 
government is gathering its reserve forces 
to march over Zeitoun and exterminate 
its inhabitants. 


"The execution of tli's intention on the 


part of the Turkish government will only 
repeat the appalling history of Sassoun. 


"The adoption of the relorm measures 


pioposcd l<y the three powers of Kurope 
and snnctiored hy the other great pow- 
ers has been, followed by a still stronger 
outburst of Mohamme Ian fanaticism all 
over the Turkish empire. 


"As a result of tint unchecked and in 


most cases sanctioned or ordered upris- 
ing of Mohammedans aq-ainst the defense- 
less Christian subjects of the 
empire, 


Turkey Is today in a stale of anarchy, 
while those i:i power and anlho.'ity ai u 
helping and defending L.-ie lawless. 


"This state ol anar. hy is duo also to 


the Turkish and Mohammedan apathy to- 
waids the Armenians and their sacred 
ricrhts, and to their hostility to tho lin- 
ropeau naliors that ai o desirous of sub- 
stituting a bolter form of sovcinmcnt tor 
tho present anarchy.

It ain«it Succeed. 


It should be assumed at the outset 


that the Industrial Fair for Alameda 
coumy is to be a success. The financial 
feature will not present any serious 
obstacle, because no very large sum of 
money will be necessary. There never 
has been an industrial exhibition in this 
county that has ever illustrated its re- 
sources. The District Fair that was for 
merly held in this county subsided into 
a. horse lacing concern. In its best days 
it brought a few products together, anc 
collected some very good cattle on the 
fair grounds. 


It Is a fair presumption that there are 


a great many intelligent citizens who 
don't know mucn about the resources 
of this city and county. They occasion- 
ally hear something about new enter- 
prises, and are ready to assent to the 
general proposition that there is a great 
deal of productive wealth in Alameda 
county. But they can give few details 
because they have no personal knowl- 
edge as to many of them. 


If the fair is a success, and that is a 


foregone conclusion, there will be ob- 
ject lessons for a great many people. 
They will get a new impression of the 
value of home industries, and of the 
good that can be done by giving all pos- 
sible encouragement to such as are 
struggling for a foothold here. If we do 
not help ourselves how can we expect 
help from any outside sources? The ex- 
position will furnish an object lesson 
as-to the value of self-help. 


The experience of the last few years 


goes against the theory formerly held 
that Iron and steel ships would require 
less repairs than wooden ones.

It is a common saying concerning pro- 


fessional humorlststhat their peculiar gift 
Is evanescent, and the record seems to 
sustain this view; bt t possibly the com- 
paratively brief season of favor enjoyed 
by each one is due less to the dying out 
of the talent than to the fact -that it is 
overborne by the ressure of life upon him. 
For though humor must be genuine and 
spontaneous m order to amuse, and to its 
possessor as well as to those -about him is 
a softener of life's asperities it is not pos- 
siblp, even to the gajest hearted to be 
always efferviscont with fun. The man 
\vh-o undertakes to entertain others as a 
matter of business inevitably comes to 
wear a mask. Though his soul die within 
him he must smili and utter frivolities. 
His case, when care and sorrow and ill- 
ness weigh upon him, is woi se than that 
of an actor, lor the latter act an alien 
character, while the humorist -.s supposed 
to speak his own thoughts. The history 
o-f more than one of -the professional hu- 
morists of recent years—in trutli, the pro- 
fessional humorist is- a. creation of the 
last third of the century—shows the wear- 
ing of this mask, sometimes not lifted 
while the world looked on. Charles 
Brown, "Artemus Ward," smiled in the 
face of death that long threatened him 
and his story, a» .told now, is one of pa- 
thos.

It should be assumed at the outset 


that the Industrial Fair for Alameda 
county is to be a success. The financial 
feature will not present any serious 
obstacle, because no very large sum of 
money will be necessary. There never 
has been an industrial exhibition in this 
county that has ever illustrated Its re- 
sources. The District Fair that was, for- 
merly held in this county subsided into 
a horse racing concern. In its best days 
it brought a few products together, and 
collected some very good cattle on the 
fair grounds. 


It is a fair presumption that there are 


a great many intelligent citizens who 
don't know much about the resources 
of this city and county. They occasion- 
ally hear something a'-iout new enter- 
prises, and are ready to assent to the 
general proposition that there is a great 
deal of productive wealth In Alamedu 
county.

He is tho 
son of: John Foley, who has a ranch 
near here, and who, with his family, 
has resided here for some time. 


He is unmarried, and at times has 


worked for his father and various other 
persons In the neighborhood. 
He Is a 


brother of P. J. Foley, who was for- 
merly connected with the Times of this 
place, and who is now editing- a paper 
at Yosemlte. He has another brother, 
Eugene, who resides ait the family icsi- 
denee in this city. 


The wounded man has always bornu 


a grood reputation.

splendid though unavailing one. 


.Meeker was formerly a nuval oflicer. 
He has been a heavy drinker 
for 


cnany years past and when In his cups 
always attempted to commit suicide. 


Jt wax his custom when he became de- 


spondent through the Inlluence of drink 
to take a dose of poison. 


On three or lour other occasions ho 


attempted to end his existence in this 
manner, but was always brought back to 
Ws senses. 


His lust attempt was only too success- 


ful. 


The vial that contained the deadly dose 


was on a table In his room today and told 
Its own story. 


Meeker was drinking heavily around 


town yosleiday and late Into the night. 


Meeker was about forty years of age. 
lie had been married but his wife Is 


dead. 


The remains were moved to the moisue 


at 3.15.

The contractors claim that for each 


piece of work separate plans and speci- 
fications should be made out by the 
City Engineer. 
The street committee 


has i (.-commended that the contracts 
be rescinded but the street department 
will send a special coramunciation ad- 
vising that the contractors be held to 
their contracts until a test case can be 
tried. 


TITIH POLE TAX. 


City Attorney Peirsol. to whom the 


communication fiom Auditor Snow re- 
commending that a. test case be made 
In the matter of the collection of the 
tax on telepragh poles, will advise that 
Mr. Snow's suggestion be tried. 
The ordinance provides that railroad, 
telegraph and 
telephone companies 
shall pay $2.50 per pole a. year as a 
ground rent. If the tax Is not paid by 
June 50 cents per pole additional Is 
added. There Is no provision for any 
ground rent for electric light or other 
poles of a similar kind save those speci- 
fied in the ordinance and in this it 
savors of class legislation, and hence It 
Is claimed unconstitutional. 
The ofllcials of the HenUli Depart- 
ment havo examined Into the condition 
of the city prison sewerage and will 
send in their report this evening-.

PLEASANTON, Nov. IS.—What now 


appears to have been an attempt JU dc- 
iberato murder took place in this 
town this morning at 2 o'clock. 


As a result of the assault Richard Fo- 
ey is lying at the residence of his fath- 
er, John Foley, on Vineyaul avenue, In 
a critical condition, with a. ghastly hole 
n his throat near the windpipe, made 
by a 3S-callber bullet, which has not 
yet been located by tho surgeons. 


The man who fired the shot is un- 


known, and the motive which Inspired 
him cannot now be ascertained. 


The greatest excitement prevails, and 


feeling is running so high that it is be- 
lieved If the assailant should now be 
discovered he would be summarily dis- 
posed of. 


So far ns known, there was no wit- 


ness to the assault, and the particu 
lars, meager as they are, are those 
which were obtained from, the victim 
of the shooting himself. 


HOW IT OCCURRKD. 


About 2 o'clock this morning Foloy 


w;is going- along Second street In the di- 
rection of his home. 


AVhen he reached the neighborhood of 


the residence of George Johnston he 
was accosted by a person whom Vie 
claims he did not know and whom he 
had never met before. 


Itwasqulto dark at the tlme.although 


tho thoroughfare is an open one. 


The stranger made a remark to Fo- 


ley, who made a reply. 


Scarcely, however, had Foley spoken 


to the stranger, when there was an ex- 
plosion of a pistol and then a blind- 
Ing flash. 


Foley uttered a cry and fell to the 


walk. He put his hand to his nock, 
where he experienced .a sharp pain and 
found that blood was flowing from a 
wound made there by his antagonist's 
bullet. 


For a few moments the wounded man 


was dazed by the suddenness and the 
violence of the assault. When he recov- 
ered his faculties he was fast losing 
strength because of loss of blood. 


He rose to his feet, though, and start- 


ed to the residence of Dr. W. A. Her- 
shlser, which is in the Devanny cottage 
on First, the third house north of Neal 
street. 


The doctor responded 
to Foley's 


knocks as rapidly as possible. 


He saw that tho man had a serious 


wound, and gave him a sedative to al- 
lay pain while he made a search for tho 
bullet. 


The missive, however, had passed out 


of a straight line beyond the line of vis- 
ion and out of reach of the probe. 


As it was .impossible to afford more 


than temporary relief under the cir- 
cumstances, the doctor concluded to 
have the man removed. 


Accordingly, at an early hour this 


morning1, the wounded man was con- 
veyed in a carriage to the residence of 
his father, John Foley, on Rose avenue. 


When last heard from. Dr. Hershlser 


had expressed the opinion that Foley 
was in a. dangerous condition and that 
Itwasan even question as to whetheror 
not the Injured man would recover. 


As soon as Dr. Hershlser had found 


out the serious condition of Foley's 
wound, and long before the Injured man 
was taken to his father's residence, he 
notified Constable Lyster and Marshal 
"M C. r>?nncll> of the atieicpted mur- 
der. 


LOOKING FOR CLUES. 


Those officers Immediately got Foley's 


version of the story as well as It was 
possible for him to give it, owing to his 
pain and weakness, and then started out 
to ascertain if possible a clue to the 
l>erpetrator of the outrage. 


They visited the scene of the shooting 


and examined the walk and road and 
surrounding territory in the hope of 
finding something which might have 
dropped from the would-be murderer in 
his flight and which might lead to his 
detection. 


Their search, however, was without 


avail. | Nothing was obtained that would 
tend to shed any light on either the 
man who did the shooting or the mo- 
tive which Inspired him. 


Richard Foley, the victim of the af- 


fair, is about 27 years of age. He Is the 
son of John Foley, who has a ranch 
near here, and who, with his family, 
has resided here for some time. 


He is unmarried, and at times has 


worked for his father and various other 
persons In the neighborhood. He is a 
brother of P. J. Foley, who was for- 
merly connected with the Times of this 
piace, and who is now editing- a paper 
at Yosemlte. He has another brother, 
Eugene, who resides at the family lesi- 
dence in this city. 


The wounded man has always borne 


a good reputation. 


It was rumored this afternoon that 


Foley had been shot by a woman.

For God's 
sake urge tho government to stop the 
most awful events of modern times. Tho 
Porte is powerless, as all tho telegraphs 
aro under control of the palace ofllcials 
who have Incited the massacre through- 
out Anatolia." 


A dispatch from Rome today says ad- 


vices from Constantinople announce that 
tho agitation against Christians in Nor- 
thern Syria Is extending and vthat massa- 
cres havo occurred near Aleppo. 


THI5 SITUATION IN DETATL. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 17.—Via So- 


fia, Bulgaria, ISth—No details havo yet 
Ijccn received here of the massacre of 
about eight hundred Armenians at Khar- 
put, 
or the sacking and burning of eight 


of the twelve buildings belonging to tho 
American missionaries there, which out- 
rages wero exclusively announced by, tho 
Associated Press Saturday forenoon. . 


Ambassador Terrell 
has telegraphed 


asking whether the American mission 
buildings wero set on fire by rioters or 
were destroyed as a result of general con- 
flagrations. 


The American and other missionaries at 


Bitlls have been compelled to return to 
Van, 
under the escort of Turkish troops, 


accorded upon strong representations of 
Terrell to the Porte. 


Terrell, although granted leavo of ab- 


sence, refused to leave his post, being de- 
termined to remain hero until all the Am. 
crlcans are in safety and the authority of 
the Sultan once more established through- 
out Asia Sllnor. 


At the request of the United States con- 


sulate the Vail of Aleppo has detailed 
certain Turkish oflicials of high rank to 
fjrotect the American!) of that place and 
has held them responsible for tho lives 
there placed under their charge. 


Further massacres are reported from 


Slvos and' there is a report that 4,000 Ar- 
menians havo been massacred at Gueran, 


Although tho reports of the latter mas- 


sacre are not confirmed, tho Turkish of- 
ficials admit that the Kurds mado two 
separate attacks upon tho Armenians In 
that locality and that there was consider- 
able loss of life, due, according to the 
Turks, to rioting of Armenians, which 
could not otherwise have been suppress- 
ed. 


The Porte, It is said, has ordered a spe- 


cial Inquiry Into the massacre of Chris- 
tians at Alexandretla, Northern Syria, 
where, as exclusively announced by tho 
Associated Press early Saturday, 300 
Turkish troops are said to have looked on 
while the killing took place, without ren- 
dering any assistance to suppress the dis- 
order. 


The police have torn down the revolu- 


tionary placard referring to tho British 
Premiers utterances at tho Mansion 
House banquet In London, November 39th. 


The making of arrests continues and 


it is reported that a number of members 
of tho young Turks party have been se- 
cretly executed. 


The Sultan is said to be alarmed to tho 


verge of insanity at tho assembling of 
the foreign fleets in Salonica Day, and It 
Is known he has sent urgent messages 
to tho Vail of the disturbed districts or- 
dering them to suppress disorders. 


In addition special commissioners havo 


been hurriedly dispatched from this city 
to various parts of Asia minor armed 
with power to quell revolutionary out- 
breaks.

State of tho United States: 


"Tho horrors and outrages of Sassoun 


havo been repeated in different parts of 
Armenia, where tens of thousands of Ar- 
menians have met death at tho hands of 
unrestricted mobs of fanatical Turks. 


••AtMin. recent cable advices from Tur- 


key are to the effect that tho Turkish 
government is gathering its reserve forces 
to march over SSeitoun and exterminate 
Its Inhabitants. 


"The execution of this Intention on tho 


part of the Turkish government will only 
repeat tho appalling history of Sassoun. 


"The adoption of tho reform measures 


proposed by the three powers of Kuropo 
and sanctioned by the other great pow- 
ers has been followed by a still stronger 
outburst of Mohammedan fanaticism all 
over the Turkish empire. 


"As u icsult of this unchecked and In 


most cases sanctioned or ordered upris- 
ing of Mohammedans against tho defense-

Turkey Is today In a state of anarchy, 
while those I:. powr>r and authority aro 
helping and defending the lawless.

It_is more than probable that Presi- 


dent Cleveland in his forthcoming mes- 
sage will make one financial proposi- 


insure success. This Is the plan as dn 
scribed in the New Tork Advertiser: 


"The work of the syndicate will be In 


two lines. First, it will furnish muni 
tions of war to the insurgents now In 
the field. This. It Is held, can be done 
under our laws with absolute impunity 
The United States courts have decided 
time and again that Americans have a 
perfect right to sell arms to Insurgents 
who have not been recognized as bellig- 
erents. It Is even a question whether 
there Is anything in our law prohibit- 
ing their sale to reconglzed belllger 
ents. Enlisting men for service against 
a friendly power Is Illegal, and this wil 
not be attempted. ' 


"The insurgents have claimed all 


along that if they can get weapons they 
can stand off the Spaniards indefinitely 
They say that they do not need men 
Their difficulty has been that the Span- 
ish fleet blockading the island prevents 
arms being landed to a 
sufficiently 


great extent. With its enormous re- 
sources and influence the syndicate wil 
not have much trouble In evading the 
Spanish fleet. It can afford to spend a 
few hundred thousand in persuading 
Spanish commanders to be convenient- 
ly absent from their posts'at the right 
moment." 


It is reported that prominent among 


the men engaged In this enterprise are 
a Senator, who Is a millionaire, and two 
or three Congressmen, as well as a 
number of State Department employes. 
The latter are to contribute influence 
lather than money. 
There are al&o 


speculators and bankers who are willing 
to put up a small sum for the possibil- 
ity of veiy large returns. That is the 
wiiy the story runs. If matters- have 
reached this stage Cuban independence 
may not be a myth.

For in- 
stance a great many of the wheat grow- 
ers of California will not this year get 
back a. new dollar for thp old one ex- 
pended, unless there should bo a de- 
cided advance In the price of wheat in 
the foreign markets.

gently in this State. In many former 
years the wheat growers have made a 
great deal of money. They take the 
chances of the market. 


The truth is the home market has not 


been large enough to absorb the pro- 
ducts of the farmer. A very great in- 
erens'e of manufacturing would enlarge 
the market to the extent that there 
would be no occosaion to ship bread- 
stuffs and meats to foreign countries.

It should be assumed at the outset

It is a fair presumption that there are

In short, life 
Insurance has recently been employed 
not only for swindling purposes but for 
the commission of murder. That may 
not be true of all companies, but the 
record of crime during the last few 
years furnishes abundant illustrations 
of the facilities which many life Insur- 
ance companies have unwittingly fur- 
nished for the commission of crime.

The truth Is the home market has not 


been largo enough to absorb the pro- 
ducts of the farmer. A very great in- 
crease of manufacturing would enlarge 
the market to the extent that there 
would be no occosaion to ship bread- 
Muffs and meats to foreign countries. 
A great many farmers have found out 
'by cxpeilencc during the last two or 
three years that a tariff for protection 
i-i good for them, because it tends, to 
create the very market which they 
need. The wool growers, for Instance, 
have learned aw much. It has cosl them 
a great deal. But they will piofll by 
their knowledge in the future. 


It Sins t Succeed. 


It should be assumed at the outset 


that the Industrial Fair for Alameda 
county is to be a success. The financial 
feature will not present any serious 
obstacle, because no very large sum of 
money will be necessary. There never 
has been an industrial exhibition In this 
county that has ever illustrated its re- 
sources. The District Fair that'was for- 
merly held in this county subsided Into 
a horse racing concern. In its best days 
It brought a few products together, and 
collected some very good cattle on the 
fair grounds. 


It Is a fair presumption that there are 


a great many intelligent citizens who 
don't know much about the resources 
of this city and county. They occasion- j 
ally hear something about new enter- 
prises, and are leady to assent to the 
general proposition that there is a great 
deal of productive wealth In Alameda 
county. But they can give few details 
because they have no personal knowl- 
edge as to many of them. 


If the fair Is a success, anrl that is a 


foregone conclusion, there will be ob- 
ject lessons fur a great many people. 
They will gel a. new impression of the 
value of home Industries, ;iiul of tho 
good that can be done by giving all pos- 
sible encouragement to such as arc 
struggling for a foothold here If wo do 
not help ourselves how can we expect 
help from any outside sources'' Tho ex- 
position will furnish an object lesson 
as-to the value of self-help.

PLCASANTON. Nov. IS.—What now 


appears to have been an attempt at de- 
liberate murder took place in this 
town this morning at 2 o'clock. 


As a re.sult of the assault Richard Fo- 


ley Is lying at the residence of his fath- 
er, John Folov. on Vineyard evenue, in 
a critical condition, with a ghastly hole 
in his throat near the windpipe, made 
by a its-caliber bullet, which has not 
yet been located by tho surgeons. 


The man who fired the shot Is un- 


known, and tlic motive which inspired 
him cannot now be ascertained. 


The greatest excitement prevails, and 


feelincr is running so high that It is bi'- 
licved if the assailant should now be 
discovered he would be summarily dis- 
posed of. 


So far as known, there was no wit- 


ness to the assault, and the particu- 
lars, meager sis they arc, are those 
which v»ore obtained fiom the victim 
of the shooting himself. 


HOW IT OCCURRED. 


About 2 o'clock this moining Foley 


was going along Second street in the di- 
rection of his homo. 


When he reached the neighborhood of 


the residence of George Johnston he 
was accosted by a person whom he 
claims he did not Know and whom he 
had never met before. 


It Wius tiite dark at the time, although 


the thoroughfare is an open one. 


Tho stranger made a remark to Fo- 


ley, who made a reply. 


Scarcely, however, had Foley spoken 


to tho stranger, when there was an ex- 
plosion of a pistol and then a blind- 
ing flash. 
' 


Foley tittered a cry and foil to tho 


walk. 
He put his hand to his neck, 


whore he experienced a sliaip pain and 
found that blood was flowing from 
wound-made there by his antagonist's 
bullet. 


For a fow moments the wounded man 


was dazed by the suddenness and tho 
violence of the assault. When he recov- 
ered his faculties he was fast losing 
strength because of loss of blood. 


He rose to his feet, though, and start- 


ed to the residence of Dr. W. A. Her- 
shlser. which is in the Devanny cottage 
on First, the third house north of cal 
street. 


Tho 
doctor 
responded 
to Foley's 


knocks aa rapidly as possible. 


He saw that the man had a serious 


wound, and gave him a sedative to al- 
lay pain while he made a search for tho 
bullet. 


The missive, however, had passed out 


of a straight line beyond the line o£ vis- 
ion and out of reach of the probe. 


As it was impossible to affoid more 


than temporary relief under the cir- 
cumstances, the doctor concluded to 
have the man removed. 


Accordingly, at an early hour this 


morning, the wounded man was con- 
veyed in a carriage' to the residence of 
his father, John Foley, on Rose avenue. 


When last heard from, Dr. Hershlser 


had expressed the opinion that Foloy 
was in a dangerous condition and that 
It was an even uestion as to whether or 
not the injured man would recover. 


As soon as Dr. Hershlser had found 


out the serious condition of Foley's 
wound, and long before the injured man 
was taken to his father's residence, ho 
notified Constable Lyster and Marshal 
M C. P-jnnellj. of the atloicpted mur- 
der. 


LOOKING FOR CLUES. 


Those officers Immediately got Foley's 


version of the story as well as It was 
possible for him to give it, owing to his 
pain and weakness, and then started out 
to ascertain if possible a clue to the 
perpetrator of the outrage. 


They visited the scene of the shooting 


and examined the walk and road and 
surrounding territory In the hope of 
finding something which might have 
dropped from the would-be murderer in 
his flight and which might lead to his 
detection. 


Their search, however, was without 


avail. Nothing was'obtained that would 
tend to shed any light on either the 
man who did the shooting or the mo- 
tive which Inspired him. 


Richard Foley, the victim of the a1'- 


fair. Is about 27 years of age. He is the? 
son of John Foley, who has a ranch 
near here, and who, with his family, 
has resided here for some time. 


He Is unmarried, and at times has 


worked for his father and vtirious other 
persons In the neighborhood. 
He Is a. 


brother of P. J. Foley, who was for- 
merly connected with the Times of this 
place, and who Is no.w editing a paper 
at Yosemite. He has another brother, 
Eugene, -who resides at the family resi- 
dence In this city.

Docs Agriculture 1'ay ? 


The last report of the Secretary of 


Agriculture deals more especially with 
the animal Industry of the country. 
After stating that the farmers of the 
country have fed their families 
and 


forty millions of urban residents, be- 
sides supplying $"00.000,000 worth of 
products to foreign consumers, the Sec- 
retary In view of such facts asks: "How 
can any one dare to assert that farming 
Is generally unremunerative and un- 
satisfactory to those who intelligently 
follow it?" 


This Is the more hopeful view of ag- 


riculture. There Is a vast surplus of 
farm products thct can only be remun- 
erative by shipment to foreign mar- 
kets. Some of these will not more than 
bring the cost of production. For In- 
stance a great many of the wheat grow- 
ers of California will not this year get 
back a now dollar for the old one ex- 
pended, unless there should be a de- 
cided advance In the price of wheat in 
the foreign markets. 
And yet It can 


hardly be said that this branch of agri- 
culture has not been pursued Intelli- 
gently In this State. In many former 
years the wheat growers have made a 
great deal of money. They take the 
chances of the market. 


The truth Is the home market has not 


been large enough to absorb the pro- 
ducts of the farmer. A very great in- 
crease of manufacturing- would enlarge 
the market to the extent that there 
would be no oocosalon to ship bread- 
stuffs and meats to foreign countries.

cussed the proposition Is the Record- 
Union of Sacramento, which has a prac- 
tical article on the subject ac follows: 
"Oakland is to have a home products 
exposition. The Idea is to Inform Oak- 
land people of what Oakland makes and 
produces, as the belief exists that the 
people are not fully Informed on that 
point. The exposition is not, therefore, 
for outs.ldi.-rs. but for Oaklanders and 
citizens of the vicinity.

at home 
Of course every manufac- 
turer and producer ought to advertise, 
and most of them do, and of course, too, 
advertising Is an essential In any suc- 
cessful business of legitimate character. 
But still, the object lesson presented to 
the eye is a great aid, and makes adver- 
tising all the more valuable. 
Thesf 
home bazars, which generally last three 
days and evenings, serve also a good 
purpose in bringing the people together 
in social relation but with trade pur- 
poses, and in a way that Is beneficial 
to nil concerned and to the community 
at large.

MAGNETISM. 


A. Force About Which 
General 


Knowledge Is Weak. 


The third of the Electric Specialties 
Company's series of lectures was given 
n Saturday evening upon "Magnetism." 
Forms and proportions, faults 
and 


remedies, and the requirements in se- 
ectlng and tempering of the metal were 
discussed. 


The instructor regretted that but two 
evenings could be assigned to this Im- 
portant subject on account of the com- 
mercial necessities o£ the cour.se which 
required only sufficient knowledge o£ 
magnetism to allow of proper construc- 
:Ion 
In applications wheie electricity 
'ormed the chief factor, and therefore 
the practical cour.se demanded an al- 
most exclusive attention to electricity. 
"I hope." said the lecturer, "that ev- 
ery member here present will find time* 
to thoroughly investigate the science oC 
magnetism, for I feel that too little at- 
tention is being given a subject which 
f properly investigated may prove of 
even greater utility than electricity, 
with which* It is so closely Identified, 
ind from whlh it it so entirely distinct. 
S"o subject In electrical science has re- 
ceived as little attention as has that of 
magnetism, the value of which Is com- 
paratively unknown, and especially in 
line of medical and light and power 
applications I believe that Its value Is, 
through ignorance of its possibilities 
greatly underestimated."

It Is a common saying concerning pro- 


fessional humorists that their peculiar gift 
Is evanescent, and the recoid seems to 
sustain this view: but possibly the com- 
>aratively brief season of favor enjoyed 
jy each one is due less to the'dying out 
of the talent than to the fact that it Is 
overborne by the ressure of life upon him. 
For. though humor must be genuine and 
spontaneous In order to amuse, and. to Its 
possessor as well as to those about him Is 
a softener of life's asperities It IP not pos- 
sible, even to the gayest hearted to be 
always effervescent with fun. The man 
who undertakes to entertain othets as a 
matter of bu.slnc.ss inevitably comes to 
wear a mask. Though his soul dlo within 
him, he must .smile and utter frivolities. 
His case, when care and sorrow and ill- 
ness weigh upon him. Is worie than tha^ 
of an actor, for the latter act an alien 
character, while the humorist !s supposed 
to speak hi;) own thoughts. The history 
of more than one of the professional hu- 
morists of recent years—In truth, the pro- 
fessional humorist Is a creation of tho 
last third of the contury—shows the wear- 
ing of thl» mask, sometimes not lifted 
while the 
world looked on, Charles 
Brown, "Artemus Ward," smiled In the 
face of death that long threatened him, 
and his story, as told now, la one of pa- 
thos.
